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REMARKS 

This responds to the Advisory Action mailed on June 6, 2005. 

Claims 1, 8, 14, 20, 26, 33, 45, 47, 49, 51, 52, 61, 63, 72, 73, 77, 82, and 90 are amended, 
claim 78 is canceled without prejudice or waiver of patentable subject matter contained therein, 
and no claims are added. Thus, claims 1-10, 14-21, 24-77 and 79-92 remain pending. Claims 1, 
8, 14, 20, 26, 33, 45, 47, 49, 51, 52, 61, 63, 72, 73, 82, and 90 are amended to correct a 
typographical error. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10, 14-21, 24-76 and 82-92 have been allowed. Applicant thanks the Examiner 
for the indication of patentable subject matter, and requests that claims 1-10, 14-21, 24-76 and 
82-92 be passed to issue. 

Claim 78 was indicated in the final Office Action dated March 23, 2005 and in the 
Advisory Action dated June 6, 2005, to be objected to but allowable if rewritten to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim. Applicant has amended base claim 77 herein to include the 
language of objected to claim 78, and cancelled claim 78 herein. Applicant respectfully submits 
that amended independent claim 77, and dependent claims 79-81, are now in condition for 
allowance, and requests that action. 

Applicant reserves the right to file continuation applications to pursue claims of other 

scope.
